WasnINGTON, May 9%9.—The lmpreasive ceremonies
of decorating the graves of onr dead soldiers at the
Arlington Cemetery took place to-aay, In the pre-
sence of an immebse concourse of people. The Hon,
8, 8 Fivher, of Ohlo, the Commissioner of Patonts,
dalivered the Tollowlng addaress on the oocasion +—

A year ago these mounds, beneath which demd
heroes sleep, were strewn with garlands by loviog
hamndg, and watered by tears from loving eyes. The
flowers that we scattered have long since withered :
the spring that gave the dowers has long since passed
Away : sumimer anll autumn and winter have come
and gone, Euch grive has besn wrapped (n o wind-
ing slieet of snow, and bleak winds have sung dirges
over the spot which toe living had deserted.

But nuture never forgets the dead.  From her lap
she brings forth green blades and leaves nnd modest
wild nowers, and hersolf decks their graves with
heauty,  We can only add her gifts to us to her gifts
to theém, She does more than this; for If there be
any tomb unknown to us, or that we have forgotien,
any peaceful ﬂh'l'{lf.‘l’ in some villnge churchyard, in
the lonely woord, by the roadeide, at the ford, on the
pleket line, or tenting stiil “on the old camp ground,
she hak found the spot where he Jes, and gung over
him her muntle of beauty.

If these graves be dear to her, by how much more
are they dear to us!

We read, in old familiar story, that one day in the
Roman forum the carth opened, and a [rrl;H.t. gulr
yawned in the very midst, The sugurs sald that
Lhis gulf woulil never close it2 horrld mouth until it
had been fed with the most precious thing (n Rome.
There was doubt us to what the most preclous thing
might be, when & young soldier, armed aml
mounted, rode boldly forward and plunged into
the chasm, declaring thut there could be nothing so
precious us a life given for one’s country.

Oune day In our own land,stretehing from side to shde,
from oocean to desert, a great gull yawnod, dividing
in twaln families, communitics, States—yen, the very
nation itself, Into this widenlsg chasm we have cast
our most precions  possessions—the  youth, the
gtrength, the talent, the virtue, the patriotism of the
land. From homes where grev-halred grandsires
still spoke of Washington—from cabins which shel-
tered the emigrant of yesterdav, fresh from tho
ghores that he had left in search of freéedom—from
the lap of luxury—from cramping poverty—from the
wayside forge of the blucksmith —from the browd wcres
of the farmer—from the woodiana clearing of the
ploneer—from the jewelled cave of the miner—from
the hallh where pale students gathered—from the
marts of trade where busy merchants thronged —
with the boumding step of youth—with the sobwer
wilk of manhood—ay, and with the halting of age,
they came in a great throng, to stand between the
natlon and 1ts foea, Life was as dear to them as to

| others, death not more welcome ; bat 1ife must emd,

and death must come, and they sang the song of the
ol hero “who kept the bridge so well™:—
“Thonout spake brave Horatins,
The eaptain of the gato;
*T'o avery man apon this sarth
Danth cometh, soon or Iato;
And how can man de better
Than {acing fearful odds,
For the sshos of his fathers
And the temple of his godsi* "

The gulf {8 closed, but semms and scars ke these
remind us how imminent the danger and how great
the sacrifice.  The storm has passed, but many glants
of the forest are laid low, and many trunks are torn,
and twisted, and maimed and blasted,

We can never chant (n too lofty straing the pralsos
of those who saved the netion, No body of men
were ever more unselflsh, more truly patriotic, more
acmated by noble motives, less led by the love of
galn, less goaded by ambition, less delnded by the
phantom of glory. Glory! Why here in onr presence,
bepeath youder monument, rést more than two regl-
ments of your countrymen whose very names are
unknown, yet whose deeds were us noble, whose
logs is us keenly felt, whose places are as hard to 1,
and for whom a8 many teardrops fall, as for any
whose titles are cut lu enduring bronze or sculptured
inurble,

We come not here to mourn the loss of men like
these. Fire no minute gun over thelr graves—toll
no funeral bell, Rejolee rather that the tation nas
given birth to such sons. Deck thelr tombs with the
crowns and gariands and laurel wreathsa of vietory,
Bid thelr children and ourd mark well their exam-
ple, and for ourselves, let us draw fresh insplrations
of love for our land and for liberty, and seek from
them lessons of dellverance from QArTOW party
spirit, greed of galn; aod lust of power,

And, trst, among thess lessons these graves remind
us that we have a country, 'T'his sesmed once Lo be
doubted, We were told by nofriendly nations, and
ourselves repeated and half belleved the charge, that
we were fuch worshippers of golid that we had lost
the love of country—that the very form of our gov-
ernment hand fostergd State pride and destroyed
pride in the nation—that men loved party but not
their native land—that they hated thetr political op-
ponents, but not their country's foeg—that, boasting
of our liberty, we were & nation of slaves—that our
¢oin was a circulating falsehood, and our fAag a
nuunting lie.

This reproach has been taken away forever; but
the answer to the fonl “lander 18 found not 0 much
in the groat nprising when Saumter fell—-not 8o muooh
in the Hisg Of Barbura Fretohle and the thousands of
waving hanners that foated from loval housetops
not 80 much in the guthering bands of armed men or
In the tregsure freely proffered, 1o s found here.  1f
any mMan ashall hereafter sk, “Do Americans love
their country?” “Have we o nation?" From these
mounds shall e question receive (8 final, con-
clusive, dernal answer: for, if these men had no
country, why are they here?

Another lesson whiclh we review to-day s the oft-
told tule of history, that no nation can llve that 18
founded vpon wrong. There was a time when we
refused to heed this warning ; we stilled the volee of
consclence and defled the vujoe of God : we sought
In the virtues of our futhers to fnd excuse for thelr
arrors; we put union before nght, and with the
memnory of dead compromises songht to shut out the
knowledpe of living wronga, We falled, Not antil
we stood squarely upon right and liverty did sucoess
follow our banners, Repenting of our sin, we lve,
while our for, who elung tolt, ias perished,  But we
were Blow 10 lewrn this leason, aud the tesching was
gharp and terrible.  How (he young, the hrave, the
noble, the good, upon elther side, were madly snorl-
ficed thist we might leart that ! ‘

“Right I8 might, and trath s God.” For how
many Weary duys and months swnd vears the war
dragged slowly on, while upon both sides men prayed
with equil unetion for Divine assistance! Hoth
slides were wrong, andno b dp camme to either, When
wao bitcame right the Hght was over, We were fght
Ing for Unlon i they wore fghting for slavery. God
meant that we should tight for Hherty, ani whutever
stalesmen may plau or srmies gtrive to execule,

“His truth goss marching on."

I ds bou i Hidde while sinee these hills were & great
fortification, resounding with the notes of War,
Here, In long-extonde chiln, wround the seat of
Roverninent, Stood the men who now, rank apon
rank, rest belind the battlements which thay bullt
and manned.

The Bungling of OfMicinls at an Execution -A
\run slowly Sirangled to Denth,

A correspondent from Frederick, Md., gives the
following concerning the execution of George Tro-
man, the colored murderer, yesterday :—

Everything being now rmui_\', those on the scatfold
descenided, the Sheritf coming down last.  When he
reached the third step from the ground he Kicked
the slip and the drop lmmediately fell. This was at
forgy-tive minutes past twelve o'cloek, Then
spectacie was presented to the view thatsenta shined-
der through the whole assembly., It was evident
that the neck of the prisoner was not broken
by the fall, Tor the body continued to struggle ter
ribly for fully one minate. In about two minutes
all motion had ceased, and the body swang to aml
fro, apparently lifeless. It was observed that the
knot had siipped when the drop fell to the back of
the prisoner's neck, and the body hung with the
head pushed forward lastead of to one side, Ten
minutes from the moment the drop fell Dr. MeSherry
ascended frrom the scafold with two or three men to
ascertain whether life was extinet, and hers, to the
surprise and disgust of all present, another revolt-
ing Beene occurred —not through aoy want of respect
to the dead, but from ignorance or thoughtlessness,
Instend of lowering the body down and placing a
chair for the physician to stand upon to enable him
to reach the pulse of the body without touching its
feel to the ground, the attendants haaled the
body upon the scaffold and domped down the plat-
form with a jerk. The physiclan announced that
denth had not yet aconrred, at which the men let go
of the rope and permitted the body to fall roughly
to the extent of the rope, where it swung
from side to side, the legs and arms, which had been
nuntied, daogling about in the most ghastly manner,
nntil the rope was caught and steadled by the doe-
tor. At this tme the clamorous crowd on the out-
Slde of the jall were aduitted, and tne enclogure was
speedily };m'kmt with men, worien, vl even young
girig, ail frantic to get a view of the corpse,  After
hanging a quarter of an hour the body was lowered
nenr to the ground and again examined, but the phy-
slelan was not satistled that dedth had taken place:
%0 the hody waus allowed to hang fve minotes longer,
muking twenty minutes in all, when it was lowered
1o the groun:d.
